The  number  of  biartha  and  deaths  are  the ae  registered 
during  the  Calendar  year,  and  are  oorreoted  for  In'^ard 
and  outward  tranofero.  The  oausoo  of  death  in  the 
Id  strict  relate  to  oiviliaiis  only.  The  nmiber  of  births 
belonging  to  the  Idetrlot  wa©  IIB,  legitiiaate  107, 
illegitinat©  11.  Males  66.  Females  62,  and,  calculated 
on  the  population  6C64,  gives  the  Birth-rate  of  16  *r  per 
1000  of  the  total  population  as  against  16 -S  dialing  the 
year  K24  and  against  10. S for  England  and  Wales  diiring 
the  year  IP 25. 


ihe  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  62, 
Males  34.  Females  28,  and,  calculated  on  the  above 
popiaaticn,  gives  the  death-rat©  of  B.f  per  1000  of  th© 
total  population  as  against  11*0  dxaring  the  year  If 24  and 
against  12*2  for  Emgland  and  Wales  during  th©  year  If  25. 

The  natural  Increase  of  the  population,  i.©.,  the 
balance  between  natality  and  mortality  was  56,  as  against 
36  during  the  year  1P24.  All  the  deaths  were  certified, 
no  death  was  attributed  to  "Diarrhoea  &o."  under  two  years, 
and  is  in  great  measure  due  to  mothers  having  beorm©  more 
learned  in  the  art  of  nurtiu:*e. 
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The  low  general  death-rate,  the  low  Infant  death-rate, 
and  the  aboenoe  of  any  death  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis 
iinder  two  years  of  age  for  two  years  in  oucoeoation  are 
natters  for  ocngratulation. 

Cne  death  oooiarred  within  the  District  as  a result  of 
child-birth,  viz:-  puerperal  eepi-Fs*  sepsis  . 

Infant  death-rate,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  imder  cne  year  of  age  to  registered  births  was 
25  *4,  as  against  26*7  in  the  preceding  year  and  against 
76  for  England  and  Wales  during  1925  per  1000*  There 
were  throe  deaths  »*under  one  year,**  and  all  were  of 
legitimate  infants.  Two  were  attributed  to  whooping-cough 
and  cne  to  pneumonia. 

Cancer  accounted  for  12  deaths  (Males  7.  Females  5) 
against  6 deaths  during  the  preceding  year. 

Tuberculosis.  I received  19  notifications  as  follcwo;- 
Fom  A.  8.  Form  D*  7.  and  Form  0.  4.  Fifteen  were 
tuberculosis  of  Heopiratory  system  and  four  other  tuberculous 
diseases,  and  all  ocotirred  in  separate  houses.  Two  deaths 
were  attributed  to  the  respiratory  system,  and  cne  to 
■other  tuberculous  diseases." 

preventive  meaour'es.  Eatamination  of  sputum  ^bo.,  at 
County  Iiabcratory,  Sanatorium  treatment,  attendance  at  the 
Dispensary,  Brookenhurst,  provision  of  shelters  and 
disinfectant,  supply  of  sputum  flasks,  dioinfeotien  of 
infected  rooms  and  all  articles  exposed  to  infection  after 
death  or  change  of  residence,  visitation  of  infected  houses, 
and  appropriate  instructions  were  given  as  to  the  preventive 
measures  to  be  adopted. 

Institutional  treatment  has  its  chief  purpose  in 
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education,  and  should  be  limit od  to  a brief  period  of 
tuition  in  the  manner  of  life  oxii table  to  the  tuberoiacua 
individual  )!d.th  one  proviso:-  that  the  individual  having 
learned  what  manner  of  life  he  should  lead,  returns  to 
ocnditions  where  he  can  carry  it  out#  Tuberculosis  is 
primarily  a disease  of  environment,  to  arrest  it  there 
must  be  an  improveraent  in  the  general  hygienic  conditions, 
and  not  least  in  the  milfe  supply#  The  most  reliable 
preventive  measures  In  my  opinion  are  good  housing  and  good 
food  well  cocked# 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.  Sixty-seven  oases 
were  notified  in  forty-sevm  houses. 

Liphtheria.  Sixteen  oases  were  notified  in  fifteen 
houses,  and  fifteen  cases  were  removed  to  Hosjtd-al . 

Cn  my  advice  the  school  Medical 
Officer  swabbed  197  school  children  with  the  result  that 
two  carriers  were  diocov^ed# 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  among  school-children 
and  necessitated  the  closure  of  one  school# 

scarlet  Fever#  Four  oases  were  notified  In  three 
houses  and  one  was  removed  to  Hospital# 

Pneumonia#  Eleven  oases  were  notified  in  six  houses# 

Cf  these  oases  six  were  notified  at  the  Union  Workhouse., 
BTysipelas#  seven  oases  were  notified  In  seven  houses. 
Chicken-pox.  Twenty-foia?  oases  were  notified  in 
fcitf*teen  houses#  Eleven  oases  occurred  at  the  Cottage  Homes. 

Cpthalmia  Neonatorum.  This  case  was  notified  at  the 
Union  Infirmary. 

Puerperal  Fever.  Two  oases  oooiarred  in  two  houses, 
one  of  which  proved  fatal. 
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Inoephalltlo  Letlmrgioa*  Cue  oaoe  waa  notified 
and  removed  to  a nuroing  hem©  and  proved  fatal* 

interlo  Fever*  cn©  oao©  waa  notified  at  a grocer* a 
ohep  and  waa  removed  to  Hoopital*  'rh©  girl,  aged  18  yeara, 
left  home  on  STth  December  and  retijmed  hone  on  11th  January, 
and  waa  firot  medically  attended  cn  Jonuory  15th.  She 
had  not  partalcen  of  any  uncooked  vegetablea,  nor  any  kind 
of  fi ah  at  home.  The  milk  aupply  wao  not  lander  ouspiclon 
and  the  confectionery  wao  mad©  at  home*  The  water  supply 
was  deidvod  from  a shallow  well.  A sample  of  the  water 
was  submitted  to  a ohemloal  and  bacteriolcgioal  eKominaticn 
at  the  County  Laboratory  and  wao  pronounced  to  be  fit  for 
drinking  purposes  * An  ©x-scldler  resided  in  the  house  but 
he  had  no  history  of  having  suffered  from  enteric  fever. 

The  preventive  measures  In  operation  ares-  Removal  to 
Hospital,  isolation  at  Home,  quarantine  and  bacteriolcgioal 
examination  of  contact o,  exclusion  of  children  from  school, 
detailed  instructions  were  given  to  Head  Teachers  and  Heads 
of  infected  households  as  to  the  seaoureo  to  b©'  talron  to 
prevent  spread  of  infection.  I notified  Head  Teachers  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  each  infected  household*  The 
school  Medical  Officer  Issued  to  Hoad  Teachers  "Form  H.  6a* 
to  notify  the  Medical  Cffioer  of  Health  of  infectious 
disease  occurring  among  school  children,  on  receipt  of 
which  I visited  schools  and  Hemes  of  children  and  took 
appropriate  action,  disinfection  of  rooms  and  all  articles 
exposed  to  infection  by  the  Sanitary  inspector,  supply  of 
disinfectant  and  rectification  of  Sanitary  defects.  I 
received  26  notifications  cn  **Fcrm  H.  6a." 

The  method  of  disinfection  is;-  all  linen  and  other 
washable  articles  are  saturated  with  a spray  of  (1-50) 
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Formalin  and  left  for  twelve  hoiiraj,  then  rinoed  in  cold 
water,  and  finally  washed  in  hoi  ling  water.  The  pillows, 
mattress  and  carpets  (unless  soiled  by  infective  discharges, 
thcai  burned)  are  well  sprayed  with  the  Formalin  solution. 
After  noatnjres  of  disinfecting  a room  have  been  taken,  the 
wall-paper  (especially  if  torn,  soiled,  or  loose)  is 
otrtpped  from  walls  and  burned,  the  rccm  has  its  celling 
and  walls  thoroughly  washed  or  linewashed.  The  floor  and 
woodwork  are  also  washed  with  soap  end  water. 

The  Borcii^  Is  relying  upon  other  Sanitary  Authorities 
for  Isolation  Hospital  accomodation*  This  arrangement 
for  obvious  reasons  may  cone  to  an  end  at  any  time.  The 
Ocuncil  shoxald  therefore  proceed  to  providG  the  niuch-noeded 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  District  ospeoially  under 
eadL  sting  oiroumatanoes,  i.©.,  overcrowding  of  dwellings 
with  consequent  spread  of  infection.  The  Ocuncil  have  now 
subsidised  beds  at  the  Alderney  Hospital  Poole  and  also 
mecaia  of  transport. 

Public  Elecientary  Schools. 

I inspected  the  Schools.  The  W*0*d  at  two  required 
to  be  cleansed  and  lime-washed#  Garments  of  veminous 
children  require  to  be  separated  from  those  of  ncn-veminoua 
ohildreai  in  the  oloak-rocmo.  Ohildren  under  five  years  of 
age  ishould  be  ©xoluaed  from  school  diirir^  the  prevalence  of 
infectious  disease.  Much  nay  be  done  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infectious  disease  by  due  attention  to  the  sanitation 
and  ventilation  of  ochool-rocmo  and  cloak-rooms.  Frequent 
and  thorough  washing  of  class-rooms  and  cloak-rooms  is  an 
efficient  moans  of  removing  both  dust  ojid  infection.  Dry 
sweeping  on  the  ether  hand  tends  to  scatter  dust.  Medical 
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Inspootion  of  oohocl  ohllciren  ia  oarried  cut  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  The  Health  refomers  tell  us 
tliat  the  otate  of  oohcol-ohlldren*o  teeth  is  a national 
scandal,  and  they  or©  calling  for  a good  dental  aorTic©, 
Little  headway  will  be  laad©  towards  the  banishment  of 
dental  disease  unless  the  siE^l©  rules  of  prevention  are 
inculcated.  But  are  Teachers  instructed  to  see  that 
children  come  to  sohccl  with  clean  teeth,  and  do  they 
insist  as  far  as  they  can  on  their  inotruoticns  being 
obeyed? 

Bak^ouses,  I inspected  five  bakehouses,  two  reqiiired 
to  be  cleansed  caid  liiaewashed  and  the  dung  removed  from 
the  premises* 

Lairieo,  Cowsheds  and  Milkahops* 

Milk  Sliops*  I inspected  three*  The  shops  and  milk 
vessels  were  clean*  The  receptacles  containing  milk  in 
the  shops  were  covered* 

Milk  at  ores*  I inspected  three*  The  stores  and 

vessels  were  clean.  Cn©  contained  erfcraneouo  things* 

Cowsheds . I inspected  nine  md  seven  required  to  be 
cleansed  and  limewashed*  Two  milk  vessels  were  lanfit  to 
contain  milk  owing  to  the  rusty  condition  of  interior. 
Cverallo  required  to  be  provided  for  milkoro.  The  yards 
adjoining  sheds  were  in  an  imwholesom©  condition  owing  to 
the  large  accumulation  of  solid  and  semi-fluid  dung* 

Hlau^t er-houoeo . I inspected  two  slaughter-houses  5 
the  notices  were  affixed.  Cn©  required  to  be  cleansed 
and  limewashed  and  the  offal  and  extraneous  things  removed, 
lio  action  was  taken  \inder  section  117  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1875.  The  Meat-Inspector  is  a qualified  Veterinary 
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burgeon,  and  he  o©i2sed  and  oondCEned  190  IbSo  of  pork 
&B  unsound  and  unfit  for  hunan  ocnsumption  owing  to 
tuberculosis. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act.  I inspected  a laundry 
and  the  address  of  an  ^ outworker. *•  Both  were  in  a 
satisfactory  sanitary  ocndltlcn.  The  Abstract  of  the 
Act  was  affixed  and  the  Regulations  were  oonplied  with. 

Foods  and  Drugs  Act.  Fifteen  oanples  were  taken 
d\aring  the  year  and  thirteen  were  genuine,  vlss-  bloater- 
paste,  iwandy,  butter,  flour  (self -raising),  loacn-curd, 
xnalt  Vinegar,  new  niilk  (5),  spirit  of  nitre  and  whiskey. 

Two  infomal  sanples  of  whiskey  were  unsatisfactory.  No 
case  of  food  poiscsnlng  cane  to  my  knowledge  during  the 
year.  These  Acts  are  admlniotered  by  the  County  Ooimcil. 

Canned  Foods.  It  is  only  by  efficient  sterilization 
that  any  food  stuff  can  be  rendered  absolutely  safe  when 
preserved.  The  temperature  required  raises  the  point 
whether  the  oontadnero  themselves  will  stand  the  heat 
required,  particularly  if  made  of  glass.  The  advantages  of 
tins  are  that  they  are  cheaper,  they  are  more  readily 
sterilized  with  less  risk  of  damage  or  fracture,  and  it  is 
easier  to  make  them  hermetically  tight.  Therefore  the 
risk  of  harmful  bacterial  infection  including  botulism  is 
decidedly  less  if  tin  containers  are  given  the  preference 
to  glass.  Ho  application  was  made  for  licences  permitting 
the  use  of  the  designations  '’Grade  A.  (Certified  Milk)**  and 
•Grade  A.  llilk.“  For  consumption  in  industrial  towns, 
there  Is  much  to  be  said  for  pasteurised  milk,  but 
pasteurisation  cannot  make  dirty  milk  clean;  to  be  whole- 
some and  to  have  keeping  properties  the  milk  must  Itself  be 
clean. 
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The  water  Supply  of  the  Diotrlot  la  derived  from 
Waterworka  and  the  eupply  la  ccnatant* 

I made  sixty  vialto  of  inopeotlon  in  voricuo  parts 
of  the  strict*  These  are  exclusive  of  re-vlslts  to 
infected  houses  and  oohcels  &o.,  and  the  follosrlng  are 
seme  of  the  sanitary  defects  disoevered,  and  reported 
to  the  sanitary  Authority?-  hedreem  without  throu^^- 
ventilation#  a nuisance  caused  by  the  oontinucus  flow  of 
offensive  sewage  throu^  the  drain  at  rear  of  cottages 
and  discharged  into  a ditch  close  byj  three  oases  of 
overcrowding  owing  to  shortage  of  houses.  There  is  a 
shortage  of  houses  of  modest  size  to  meet  the  requiroaents 
of  the  weekly  wage-earner.  So  long  as  any  section  of  the 
population  is  badly  housed,  the  Country  cannot  rest 
satisfied.  The  house  is  a matter  that  touches  the 
comfort  of  every  man  and  woman,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
children.  Ko  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  »*flat 
and  Mice  Order. ••  l^tever  els©  is  done  at  least  all  store- 

places  of  food  should  be  rat-proofed.  Hotlfioation  of 
Birth  Act,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  Midwives  Act, 
Venereal  Diseases  Act  1017,  are  administered  by  the  County 
Council.
